Kvery 
keeper of hens, whether a aiuail flock 
or a large number, ought to plan to 
reap a harvest from this fact. 

The first thing to do U to help the 
moulting hena to get their new dress 
on Just aa«oon aapesalble; give them 
good, dry qiiartera at night and a 
chance t'l get to such during the day 
hhouM il ruin; feril liberally with a 
variety of food Including some llnaeed 
meal, aunllower aeed or green cut 
bone. The next thing to do is to keep 
all the likely pullets. 

Do not be led into selling a single 
pnllet just beeaiise the prices for 
.sjiriiig I'lii. ki ii> are good, A pnllet 
well fed from now on will gain in 
flesh or weight till she beglna to lay, 
then for awhile her keeping Is at a 
daily prolil. 
When she is through laving, if you 
lit r she w ill bring 
yon lit',irly as iiiiuli. if nut just ai» 
much on the market us a hen as slie 
will now as a spring chicken. That's 
one advantage the pullet haa over the 
coeki'i'i'l. \i he grows from a spring 
chicken 1" ft rooster he loses in price 
us lie iliiTeaiiefe ill weight, and lu the 
1 vast lliili"litv of cascb is a tuete:,!, 
boarder all the while, tiet rid of as 
many of them as you can simre ut 
once and make room for the pullets. 

Having decided what pullets are 
wortliy of being wintered, feed them 
from now 011 to pnidnce growth and 
eggs, lie liberal .villi yoiir feed, und if 
the fowls are running at large a feed 
of corn just before going to ro.isl w ill 
not make them averly fat. A poor, 
scrawny hen ia not likely to p .ducc 
many eggs. 

W hen we advise saving every likely 
piilli't we mean the late hatched ones 
us well as the early ones. They will 
all keep growing till they lay It fed and 
oared for as suggested above. The 
early hatched ones should begin to lay 
in a few weeks now and the others 
shoiihl follow right along as they reach 
the Jiroper age. 
Keep the pullets.— Farmer's Voice.
